Clerke ofthe Market, and he to ſee it executed touching 
prices of Victuals. 


He Kings Maieſtie ſtraightly chargeth and commandeth,T hat 


euery man doe obey and keepe all ſuch pꝛices as is and ſhalbe puzed 
Nt and rated by the Clerke of the Market of his moſt Honourable 
houſhold, And the Jury befoꝛe him oꝛ his Deputie by the authoꝛity 
of his Office ſwoꝛne and charged from time to time, And ſo fired 
and ſet vpon the gates of the Kings Highneſſe Court and other 
Zed 8 | places withinthe Uerge : And that no perſon o2 perſons of what 
=> cſtate oz degree ſocucrhe bee, doe in any Wile pay moze foꝛ Coꝛne, 
Uictuals, Hoꝛſemeate, Lodgings, oꝛ any kinde of Uictuals,then after the Rate and foꝛme a⸗ 
foꝛeſaid, vpon paine of impꝛiſonment, and further perill that ſhall thereof follow, The ſame 
puniſhments to be inflicted aſwell vpon them and euery of them, which doe oꝛ ſhall pꝛeſunie 
to pay any moꝛe, foꝛ any the things befoꝛe mentioned, As vpon them and enery of them, which 
(hal vtter and ſellany maner ofthings contrary to the true meaning ofthis Pꝛoclamation. 
Aud moꝛcouer the 3zings Highneſſe ſtraightly chargeth and commanndeth all Maioꝛs, 
Juſtices of Peate, Bailiffes, Conſtables, ⁊ al other his faithful Officers, and euerp of them, al⸗ 
wel within Tiberties as withoutewithinthe Uerge of his highnes Court) from time to time, 
when and as often as need ſhal require, diligently within their authontie, to endeuour then: 
ſelues to ſce exetution + due rekoꝛmation of the pꝛemiſſes, accoꝛding to Juſtice + puces as afoꝛe 
ſaid. And kurther it is oꝛdered, That no perſon oꝛperſons, now vſing oꝛ which ok right ought 
to vle to ſerue any City, Z0oWwne, oꝛ other place within the Aerge ofhis highneſſe Court, with 
any kinde of Co:nc,Uictuals Hoꝛſlemeat, Lodgings oꝛ any other neceſſaries, aſwell vpon the 
Market dap, as at any other time, be anything the moꝛe remiſle oꝛ flacke in making pꝛoui⸗ 
ſion foꝛ the fame, then they oꝛ any of them heretofozc haue bene, noꝛ hide, lay aſide, oꝛ vſe any 
colour of craft to deceine the buyers thereof, whereby the Kings Highneſle Trame within a 
ny Citie, Towne, oꝛ other plate, and the inhabitants of the ſame ſhould not bee aſ\vell ſerued, 
and plenteouſly furmſhed in euerp behalfc, as it was befoꝛe, oꝛ ot right ought to haue bene, in 
defraude of this his Highneſſe Oꝛdinante, noꝛ take oꝛ reteiue any moꝛe then accozding to the 
pꝛices which from time to time ſhall ſtand ⁊ be declared in maner afoꝛeſaid, vnder his Graces 
Scale ofthe Office ofthe Clerke of the Market, vpon pame of impꝛiſonment, And further to 
make fine vnto the Kings Highneſle ble, foꝛ his oz their tontempts therein.
